Foe ſurprizing Thing, 
j thatanypoſhble — of Religion, ſhould 
make a Nine a Deſtroyer of the Welfare of 
his People; but we have the ſureſt Proof, 
that it is ſo in the Caſe before us; the moſt 
undeniable Facts, and a conſtant Experience, 
wherever and whenever the unhappy Expe- 
timent has been made, do infallibly aſſure 
us, that a Popiſh King is inconſiſtent with 
the Happineſs of a Proteſtant Kingdom. 


- Is we look into the World and conſider; 
what has been done in it; the Afﬀairs of all 
Nations, of our own, of Foreign, do abun- 
dantly convince us, that there is no ha- 
ving a Popiſn King, but he will endeavour 
either to compel his Subjects into his Relig- 
ion, or he will enſlave and perſecute them 
for their differing from it ; he will either

into this Subject, for God bas not made it 
our Buſineſs to determin Matters of hi
